However, the work of road-making was 
progressing briskly, for we passed several gangs of men level- 
ling it by spade-cutting and stone-shovelling. Here and there, 
too, were collected piles of stones, sitting in front of which 
were men who, before they came to Australia, had been ac- 
customed to a very different kind of occupation, engaged in 
breaking them. Men of all professions, and gentlemen of no 
profession whatever, were frequently to be found exercising 
themselves ‘‘ on the roads,” in return for ten shillings a day, 
with a free tent, wood, and water. Such employment was the 
common resource of thousands who were, for the time, desti- 
tute of means, and could procure no other occupation. Law- 
yers, surgeons, and even clergymen, were often to be found 
acting as bullock drivers; and similar changes occurred to 
many an ex-habitue of St. James's, to whom the club-house 
and the park had once been as familiar as were now the road- 
making pick and shovel. But still, ten shillings a day was a 
sum worth earning, and really the work was not hard, for, in 
the first place, the majority were so unaccustomed to manual 
labor, that they could not work hard; and, in the next place, 
they were in a gold country, and they wouldn't. 


Now and again we passed the skeletons or carcasses of cattle 
lying at the road-side, which had sunk under the heavy dray- 
labor of the goods traffic with the mines ; and these, with other 
signs, acted as a fair index of the state of the colony at the 
time, and of the premature mortality brought about even more 
among men than the brutes that were goaded to their toil by 
the sudden influx of population, and the struggle for gold. The 
energies of the frame were overtaxed, and what with that, and 
wet and windy tents, and unwholesome food, thousands were 
hurried into premature graves, and now rested among the un- 
recorded dead on the diggings and elsewhere. Bullock and 
horse-teams were passed by the dozen, each heavily laden with 
the necessaries of life, and the requirements of the population 
at the mines. Equestrians and pedestrians, singly or in 
droves, lent animation to the entire road; the former were 
chiefly diggers, who were returning to the mines, most likely 
after what they called a frolic. Those on foot were either 
‘“ new chums,” who were unable, or experienced hands,;who 
were unwilling, to afford the expense of a horse; and each of 
these carried more or less of a kit, slung across the shoulder. 
The main street of Flemington, through which all the traf- 
fic passed, was alive with throngs of the going and returning. 

On arriving at a wooden bridge, built across the Salt Water 
river, we were charged a toll of two shillings ; this construc- 
tion yielding, by this means, to its owner, nearly a thousand 
pounds per week. We now came upon an extensive plain, at 
first bearing crops, but, after a few miles, bare of every thing 
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thirty miles at least, the view was horizoned by a chain of 
rolling hills, so lending something of the picturesque to a flat 
extent of country, whose stunted trees had been cut dowu and 
hacked to pieces for firewood by the straggling occupants of 
various tents and shanties, and travellers, and whose ragged 
stumps were alone left to add ugliness to monotony. More- 
over, the plain was more or less cut up with the marks of 
heavy drays, several of which were now to be seen dragging 
their slow length across the prospect; this divergence from 
the main road baving been adopted in order to escape the 
mud and gullies with which it abounded. Pedestrians and 
horsemer, however, continued to follow each other over the 
beaten track. 


Towards sun-set we reached the vicinity of the Green Hills, 
a pastoral station, twenty-five miles from Melbourne. The 
scenery at this point suddenly changed, and a beautiful pros- 
pect greeted the eye. A picturesque confusion of hill and dale, 
backed by mountain lands and giant forest, were the most pro- 
minent traits of the landscape; while near us, and between, 
stretched a fertile patch of grass-land, intersected by a rivulet.

These are the last words of “ Lothair;” a book which may 
not have the pathos of “ Sybil,” the bitter brilliancy of “ Con- 
ingsby,” or the lofty musings of “ Contarini Fleming,” bat 
which proves tO demonstration that Mr. Disraeli, the ex- 
Premier, and leader of her Majesty's Opposition, who has at- 
tained the ripe age of 65, is in imaginative power still as 
young as when he wrote “Henrietta Temple.” It is a book 
that resembles Mr. Disraeli’s own performances alone, bear- 
ing on every page the impress of a singularly unique and ori- 
ginal mind. — 

We have said that “Lothair” is a political novel, designed 
to assist the party which its author leads with such indomi- 
table gallantry. But we will not deay that such a purpose 
will not be patent to everyone, and some will question our in- 
terpretation. But what, we ask, is the razson d'etre of the 
hook? Nosse omnia hee salus est adolescentulis. What things? 
Why, that Roman Catholicism and revolution are the two - 
great powers of the time; and that unless sociely Cau guard 
against both, it is lost. To convince the English people ot: 
this—to alarm them in this sense—would be, no doudt, to 
benefit the Conservative party. We are convinced this is the 
object of “ Lothair,” and it is imp ‘ssible to praise too highly 
the consummate skill with which the design is woven into the 
texture and story ofa novel, in which politica: parties are 
never once mentioned. But Mr. Disraeli’s opponents, who 
accept thie interpretation of his novel, will plead that he is, in 
its pages, as in his policy in the House of Commons, a critic, 
not a constructor. He saves Lothair from R man Catholic. 
ism and revolution to marry him to a pale and colorless Lady 
Corisande. A most lame and impotent conclusion, which 
makes us close this amazingly cleyer book almost with a sense 
of disappointment. 

We nave suid nothing of the good things which are scatter- 
ed through its pages, and which the world always expects to 
drop from the pen, as from the lips, of Mr, Disraeli. Wheo 
Cardinal Grandison is about to give some lectures cn science, 
one of the charact2rs remarks, “ This clever man can never 
forget that unfortunate affair of Galileo, and thinks he can di- 
vert the indignation of the nineteenth century by mock zeal 
about jred sandstone or the origin ot species.” Of Lord St. 
Jerome, it is said, “ He loved conversation, though he never 
conversed.” “There must be an audience,” he would say, 
“and I am the audience.” The picture of St. Aldegonde, who 
“was opposed to all privilege, and, indeed, to all orders ot 
men, except dukes, who are a necessity, and who was 
strongly in favor of the equal division of all property, except 
land,” will be applied to more than one noble politician on 
the Liberal side. Lady Corisande’s Ubservation, when Lothair 
cowmesoff a winner at a pigeon-shooting match, “ A touraament 
of doves; I would rather see you all in the lists of Ashby,” will 
fit a good many heads, The remark of Mr. Pinto, who 
is a capitally sketched character, that “ English is an expres- 
sive language, but not difficult to master ; that it consists of 
four words—nice, jolly, charming, and bore, to which some 
grammariaus add tond,” ought to be widely appreciated ; acd 
the definition of au agieeable person as ‘‘ a person who agrees 
with you,” is an epigram that will pass into the language. 
“ Lothait” wiil be read by the whole world, will provcke im- 
mense discussion, and will greatly deepen the interest with 
which the author’s own character, genius, and career have 
long been contemplated. a es 





ENGLISH SPORTING NOTES. 
(From our own Correspondent.) 


London, May 11, 1870. 

The two concluding days of the Newmarket Races were a 
slight improvement on their predecersors, the fields being 
large and the contests exciting. Of course, tne event ot Thur:- 
day was the One Thousand Guineas, which brought out ten 
runners, including some smart two-year-»ld_ performers, 
From the opening of the betting the race was looked upon as 
a match between Joseph Dawson’s pair, Hester and Frivolity, 
aod the result corroborated the general opinion, Hester win- 
ning easily by a couple of lengihe. The winner is a brown 
filly by Thormanby out of Tomyri-, and won four races as a 
two-year-old. These were the Prince of Wales’ Sinkes at 
York, vibere she beat Sunlight; the Gimerack Stakes, at the 
same meeting, beating Agility ; the Clumber Plate at Donecas. 
ter, where, carrying 7 stone 3 Ib., she beat Honesty (9 st. 13 
Ib.), and tbe Criterion, at Newmarket Houghton Meeting. Ia 
this race Sunlight and Kingcraft were secoud and third. 
Hester is engaged in the Oaks, which seems to lie between 
her and Sunshine. A slight sensation was created later in 
the day by the defeat of Sir Joseph Huwley’s “crack” Rosi- 
cruciao in a £100 plate over the Rowley Mile. Ue was op- 
posed by Idus and Kingley Vale, and odds of 2 to 1 were 
freely laid on him, but, to the disgast of his backers, Idus 
beat him in a canter by two lengthy. Sir Joseph was cxceed- 
ingly mortified at his defeat, and it is now evident thatin 
disposing of Blue Gown he has sold the best horse ia his 
stable. Friday’s racing presented no special feature of in'er- 
es', except the Newmarget Stakes over the Dutch Mile, which 
produced a very exciting finish. Four started: Nobleman, 
Demidoff, The Champion, and Gertrude, who fivished in the 
order named, the former winning by a short head, while The 
Champion was only beaten a neck for second place. In the 
train en route for Loudon, a good deal of betting took place 
on the Derby, and great endeavors were made to back M:c- 
gregor, one prominent asherent of the “ yellow and black” 
offering to accept £1,500 to £1,000 about him, which was met 
with # counter offer of an “ even thousand.” Camel was oc- 
casionally enquired after, but nothing was done. 

In the House of Commons, on Thursday evening, Mr. T. 
Hughes asked the Secretary of State for tie Home Depart- 
meat whether, having regard to the public scandal connected 
with betting on boree races, and to the fa lure of the attempts 
in the Jockey Club to provide an adequate remedy, the Gov- 
ernment would be prepared to take toc necessary steps wilh 
a view to legislation on the subject at an early date? The 
following reply was given by Mr. Bruce: “In consequence of 
the information received at the Home Office of the great and 
widespread mischief arising from betting on horse races, au- 
thority was given to the police to institute proceedings 
against betting men, and the effect on the whole has beca 
considerable. One effect was to bring iuto lght some defects 
of the existing law. One doubtful question is now under the 
decision of the Courts of Law. Another effect of the opera- 
tion has been that the persons convicted in this country Have 
taken refuge in Scotland, and formed establishments abroad, 
especially at Boulogue. The Lord Advocate has in couree > 
preparation a Bill by which, so far as Scotland is concerned, 
we sball be able to check the evil. With regard to Boulogde 
and other foreigu parts, the question is uader oe 
whether the present law is not sufficient to meet the Case 0 
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advertising such houses. The whole subject is under con- 
sideration, and I shall be prepared, I hope, with the 
means of remedying the deficiencies of the existing law.” 
This is not Mr. Hughes the racing man, but the one of “Tom 
Brown” notoriety, and, although he is doubtless acting in 
good sincerity, it will be as well for him to study his subject 
before attempting legislation on such an intricate affair as 
the evils of Horse Racing. 

At Tattersall’s yesterday Macgregor was in great demand 
for the Derby, a large sum being entrusted to him at 5 to 4, 
and so eager were his admirers to accept this price that the 
layers soon reduced their offers to even money, which also 
found many takers. Sunshine, notwithstanding the furore 
excited by her stable companion, came in for substantial sup- 
port at 8 to 1, but that price was a to be obtained at the 
close of business. There are more unlikely things than that 
we shall see Mr. Merry declare to win with the mare, in 
which case the backers of the favorite will look very blue. 
Bridgewater has been backed at 100 to 6, and Camel and 
Prince of Wales also find occasional supporters, the former at 
25 to 1 and the other at 30to1. Normanby figures at 20 to 
1 offered, and a new outsider has been introduced in Nero, 
about whom 1,000 to 10 has been accepted five or six times. 

The renowned sire Stockwell died on the 4th inst., at Mr. 
Naylor’s seat, Hooton Hall, Cheshire. It is » curious coinci- 
dence that he should have been taken ill on the day the Two 
Thousand was run for. He won this very race in 1852, al- 
most as easily as Macgregor did in 1870. He was the sire of 
two Derby winners, Lord Lyon and Blair Athol, of an Oaks 
winner, Ragan, and no less than six winners of the St. 

er, viz. Lord Lyon, Blair Athol, Achievement, St. Albans, 
Caller Ou and the Marquis. When running on the Turf he 
belonged to Lord Exeter, who sold him to Lord Londesbo- 
rough, at whose death he was purchased by his last owner, 
Mr. R.C. Naylor. His place at the Hooton Stud Farm will 
be worthily filled by Macaroni, whose son, Macgregor, has 
come out like an electric shock. ARGUB.

Here he sleeps besie his daughter 
and his ancestors in the vault of a chuich built in the 
eleventh century. A plain white tablet, placed by his sister, 
Mrs. Leigh, alone marks the spot.

-and. deepening, and 14 iraining; 200/t. wide at the surface 
and 80f. wide at the bottom, with « minimum depth of 22ft. 
‘The cost of land, construction of wharves, roads, and railway 
bridges, and compensation fur mills, &>., is estimated at 
£1,000,000, and the cost of deepening, widening, and dredging 


3,000,000 tons inwards and outwards might be forthcoming, 
upon which 23. per ton would give £300.000, or 8 per cent., 
after all expenses. 
As the British Government may soon have to direct its 
attention to the question of the light gold coia in circulation, 
it may be noted that, according to the London Guzette of the 
Bist of July, 1778, the Bank of England gave notice, at tae 
request of the Lords of the Treasury, that any quantity of 
guineas (cut and defaced sgreeably to an Act then just pass- 
ed), not less than filty in a parcel, would be received there, 
until further notice, at the rate of £3 17s. 104d. per ounce. 
At the present time the Bank receives any amount of light 
sovereigns, but pays for the same at the rate of £3 17+. 6d. an 
ounce only, which must obviously discourage bankers and 
railway companies trom cutting their light coin and selling it 
for bullion. Hence the Act for cutting and defacing coin ua- 
der the current weight is rendered almost inoperative. By 
the above arrangement, it is calculated, the Bank makes a 
clear profit of from 3d. to 4d. an ounce. ' 
There is now being fitted up in Liverpool, from which place 
she wil! sail in the course of a few days for New York, asmall 
boat, about 20 feet long, called the City of Raguse, the pro- 
rty of Captain Pimorez, but to be sailed by Captain J. C. 
uckley. Both gentlemen appear confident that with the 
course they have planned out for themselves, and fair wea- 
ther, they will be able to reach New York in about 50 days. 
The City of Raguse is being made as comfortable and as sea- 
worthy as possible. She is covered over her whole length, 
and lined inside to the flooring, having a manhole or cockpit 
amidships. “ Below’’ is fitted up with as much comfort as 
the limited space would permit of. There is a patent stove 
for cooking the provisions—there being three months’ sup- 
plies on board—on the voyage; and also a sleeping space for 
either skipper when he is not on “watch.” The boat is rig- 
ged as a yawl, and can spread about 70 yards of canvas. Her 
tanks are capable of containing 100 gallons of water; bu! 
should any accident occur by which it would be necessary to 
lighten the vessel, a tap can be undone, and the water, if ne- 
cessary, allowed to escape. The City of Raguse is filted up 
with a two bladed auxiliary propeller, which can be worked 
by hand, on the same principle as aship’s pump. Besides 
Captains Pimorez and Buckley—the latter gentleman having 
received the Royal Humane Society’s medals for saving life at 
sea—the only living thing on board wiil be a fine Newfound- 
land dog.

I held very hard upon him to try and make him come 
up, and I had the pleasure of seeing him turn and slowly 
make head up stream.

All this time I never saw 
him. I now got him about 30 yards off. I told Dan to be 
ready witb the gaff; so he slowly came nearer, but I could 
not get a sight of him.

He made some sharp runs again, and I could see he was get- 
ting done up now, so I kept a good strain upon him.

The great double team race, a: Prospect Park Fair Grounds, 
takes place on Tuesday, May 31st, the first day of the Spring 
meeting. 
The Spring Meeting at Fashion Course, L. I., commenced 
on the 18th inst. There were two purses on the programme, 
the first of whici: was one of $1,000, for horses that never beat 
three minutes. For this there were nine entries, but three of 
them—E. J. Nodine’s b. m. Lotta, D. Mace’s s. g. Gwynne, 
and B. Doble’s s. m. Gipsy—proved absentees when the 
judges’ bell summoned the horses to the score. The starters 
were A. 8. Whitsou’s r. m. Lady Phillips, J. Murphys br. m. 
Duchess, M. Roden’s b. g. Charley Green, E. Roberte’s b. m. 
Emily, A. Patterson’s b. m. Lady Jane, and E. Ellis’ ch. s. 
Billy, the latter driven by Charles Champlin. Of this lot, 
Charley Green was the favorite, being backed against the field 
at $60 to $100. There was, however, little disposition mani- 
fested to speculate on this race between unknown horees, and 
the high reputation which Roden’s horse bore in private made 
every one hesitate to bet against him. The result proved that 
rumor had not exaggerated his speed and merits, for Charley 
Green won in three straight heats in 2:37, 2:37, 2:244, Billy 
being second and Lady Jane third in every heat, and conse- 
quently taking the second and third money. Duchess was 
distanced in the first and Emily in the second heat. The 
wioner took $600, and the other two $300 and $100 respec- 
tively. The second purse was $1,000 for horses that bad 
never beat 2:28; the winner taking $600 and the second and 
third horses $300 and $190. There were seven entries, of 
which J. Nodine’s bl. m. Eastern Queen was the only absen- 
tee.

g. Dresden, P. Piifer’s b. 8, Henry W. Genet, A. W. Worces- 
ter’s bucks. g. Gen. McClellan, W. H. Sanders’ b. g. Western 
New York, and H. Hornbeck’s ch. gz. Wm. H. Taylor. The 
ring betting was $100 to $30 on the field against Genet, while 
in pools the latter sold for $100; Taylor, $60; McClellan, 
$60, and the field, $36. The favorite is owned by Mr. Chas. 
Revere, who gave $25,000 for him after he won the maiden 
race on the Boston track last June, when he trotted a heat in 
the three-minute purse race in 2:26. He was then called 
Danver’s Boy, but his new owver changed his name to the 
one he now bears, and whica he bids fair to make distin- 
guished on the trotting turf. He was trained and driven by 
Dan Pfifer. The result of the race justified his position in 
the hetting, as he won cleverly in three straight heats, Time, 
2:303, 2:30$ and 2:33.

We are obliged to our correspondent for his correction relae 
tive to George IV. having ascended the throne before 1828, 
With reference t> the Colonel not being his property, we 
must beg to differ with “ Albanian.” He bas fallen into a 
common error in supposing that the horse belonged to 
Colonel Petre, who was his nominator, but it was ve well

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SUMMARY OF FOREIGN NEWS. 


The revolution in Portugal, by which the Duke of Saldanah 
has placed himself at the head of affairs, has been completely 
successful, and is said to presage the realization of the long 
talked of project of an Iberian Union. The Cortes had been 
prorogued, and it was thought that a dissolution and general 
election would follow. The latest intelligence from Spain indi- 
cates that the veteran Espartero, after repeated refusals, has 
consented to accept the crown. From Cuba we learn that the 
Captain General telegraphs that the combined operations of the 
columns of Chinchillas, Fijardo and Montani had produced 
excellent results. Seventy-six rebels, including eight chiefs 
and two citizens of the United States, had been killed, and 
twenty-two taken prisoners. 

On the 18th inst., the French Corps Legislatif met, and 
proceeded to count and verify the vote on the plebis- 
citum. When the result was declared the members 
of both ‘‘ Centres” and of the ‘ Right” received the 
announcement with shouts of ‘* Vive Empereur!” On the 
21st inst. the Emperor met the Legislative bodies and 
received from a deputation of the Corps Legislatif the result 
of the vote on the plebiscitum. M. Schneider addressed the 
Emperor on behalf of the Legislative bodies. In his speech in 
reply the Emperor thanked the nation for the renewed expres- 
sion of confidence, and stated that the plebiscitum had ‘for its 
sole object the ratification by the people of constitutional re- 
form.” His government, he declared, would execute the laws 
without partiality or weakness. On the evening of the 21st 
Paris was illuminated in honor of the result. The government 
hud refased to permit the Committee of Citizens, formed to 
promote the adoption of the plebiscitum, to render their or- 
ganization permanent, on the ground that it would be an ‘‘ir- 
responsible political body.” The small pox prevailed in Paris, 
and the number of cases increased daily. 

In the House of Commons, on the 23rd inst., the considera- 
tion of the Irish Land Bill was resumed in committee. An 
amendment requiring that the sanction of a court be given to 
notices to quit was strenuously debated, and on division of the 
House was rejected. Mr. Fortescue, at the instance of Mr. 
Pim, agreed to take into consideration a proposakfor the abo- 
lition of distress for rent. |The Bill was then passed through 
the committee and ordered to be reported to the House on the 
26th. In the House, on the 20th inst., Sir Roundell Palmer 
asked what the government had done relative to the late mas- 
sacre in Greece. Sir Henry Bulwer denounced the Greek go- 
vernment with unsparing severity, and urged a conference of 
the allies to give the country a government responding in 
some degree to the requirements of civilization. Mr. Glad- 
stone urged at the present moment moderation of feeling on the 
subject. In the House, on the 20th inst., Mr. Monsell said 
recent despatches from Ottawa reported that order prevailed 
in the Red River Territory, and the new form of government 

provided for that district promised the best results. The 
House of Lords had refused to order to a second reading the 
Bill legalizing marriage with a deceased wife’s sister, by a ma- 
jority of four. The motion to order a second reading of the 

University Tests Bill was carriedin the House of Commons by 

125 majority. On the night of the 23d inst., a brutal murder 

was perpetrated near Uxbridge. A father and mother, sister- 

in-law and two children were killed. A rejected lover of the 
sister was suspected of the crime. He was seen hastily em- 
barking on the train for London shortly after the discovery of 
the tragedy and had not been heard of since. In London, on 
the 23d inst., a large meeting was held at the Mansion House 
to take action on the question of sending a deputation to the 
World’s Evangelical Council to be held in New York. The 
chair was occupied by the Lord Mayor of London. Resolves 
approving of the meeting of the council and accepting the in- 
vitation to attend it were unanimonsly adopted, and measures 
were taken to provide for a delegation from Great Britain. A 
despatch from the East states that the ship Mariane was 
sighted in distress May 7, in the Indian Ocean. She was 
boarded, when it was found that twenty of her crew had died 
of starvation, and the remainder were in a dying condition. 

From Rome it is reported that the debate on infallibility in 
the Council continues. Of the fathers who have given notice 
of their intention to speak sixty are yet to be heard. The 
close of the discussion is fixed for the 29th of June. The new 
list of the members of the Ecumenical Council placed the num- 
ber at 975. Many, however, had gone to their homes, leaving 

proxies in favor of the infallibility dogma. 

From Mexico we learn that the revolution throughout the 
republic was nearly at an end. General Pedro Martinez, 
whose forces numbered about 500 men, recently abandoned 
him in a body, and surrendered to the government, The 
bandit Bravo was still in the field. His followers numbered 
about 600 men. A dispatch from Caracas states that the capi- 
tal of Venezuela was captured on the 26th ult. by General 
Blanco, after two days’ hard fighting. 


DOWN WITH THE TAXES. 
The Bili just introduced in the House of Representatives by 
its Committee of Ways and Means, proposes to reduce the tax- 
ation of the country as follows :—On Legacies and Successions, 
$2,400,000—Gross Receipts, $6,500,000 ; Special Taxes, or Li- 
cences, $8,500,000; Sales, including Auctioneers, $8,000,000 ; 
Gas Companies, $2,000,000 ; Income, $5,500,000 ; Schedule A, 
$800,000—in the aggregate, $33,700,000. Among the taxes 
which are thus entirely abandoned by this Bill, are those on 
the gross receipts of bridges, canals, express companies, fer- 
ries, insurance companies, railroads, ships, barges, stage 
coaches, ste :mboats and and telegraph companies. As these 
are imposts on trade and intercourse they cannot be stricken 
off the list a moment too soon. But the Bill also reduces the 
tax on the gross receipts of lotteries and of lottery dealers from 
five to three per cent., while it increases that upon the gross 
receipts of places of amusement from two to five per cent. 
This latter is an especially objectionable provision, as it adds 
to the risk of enterprises already sufficiently hazardous, and 
has a tendency to lower the standard of entertainments by en- 
couraging only those popular ones which are most certain of 
pecuniary success, but which are not always of the highest 
moral or artistic character. Why lotteries should be more 
liberally dealt with, saye on the ground that the fgrmer tax 
was so high as to encourage evasions, we cannot conceive. 
The legalizing of lotteries on any ground is very doubtful 
policy, and the largest amount of revenue should certainly be 
exacted from them. Again, the Bill entirely repeals most of 
the special taxes formerly levied under the name of licences, 
including those now assessed upon apothecaries, photograph- 
ers, butchers, physicians, surgeons, dentists, architects, civil 
engineers, horse-dealers, cattle and produce brokers, coal-oi] 
distillers, eating-honse keepers, confectioners, real-estate 
agents, conveyancers, lawyers, auctioneers, pedlars and keep- 
ers of intelligence offices. Still more important is the aban- 
donment of the so-called ‘‘ special tax” on wholesale and retail 
dealers in goods and merchandise, which is actually a tax of 
one-tenth of one per cent. on sales. All these are wise reduc- 
tions, as the taxes are vexatious, many of them being collected 
in small sums, and at the expense of an army of officials. Not 
so commendable, however, is the increase of twenty-five per 
cent. in the present high tax on liquor dealers. While distil- 
led spirits should bear a large proportion of the burden of tax- 
ation, there is such a thing as offering a premium to those 
inclined to defraud the revenue by fixing too heavy an impost 
on any one particular article. 
The sweeping away of the taxes on legacies, distributive 
property and successions to real estate, which the Bill effects, 
is also a needed reform. These taxes have never been fairly 
collected nor paid, either here or in England, where an effort 
has been made to collect a similar tax, with the same result, 
it having been stated that in the case of no tax levied in Great 
Britain was there more evasion and fraud. In the schedule of 
stamp duties but few changes are made, the most important 
being the omission of the two cent stamps on receipts, of the 
five cent stamp on each sheet of contracts, or agreements, the 
reduction of the stamp on an assignment of mortgage to twen- 
ty-five cents, and the doubling of the stamp on broker’s bills 
of sale for gold, bonds, or stocks, thus, in the latter instance, 
increasing a duty already so heavy as to hold out a strong in- 
ducement to fraud. The unreasonable duty on prommissory 
notes is retained, so that no one can lawfully borrow money, 
even for a single day, without paying one twentieth of one per 
cent., or between four and five days’ interest, to the Govern- 
ment. But the portion of the Bill that will give the least 
satisfaction, is the section referring to the income tax. It is 
proposed to make the rate of tax five per cent., but to increase 
the exempted amount to $1,500. This is altogether too high 
a rate, and will not, probably, receive the sanction of the 
House. The fact that no discrimination is made between in- 
come from investments and the wages of labor, will also serve 
to secure its rejection. There have, however, been several 
improvements made in the details. The new Bill provides 
that all interest on money borrowed shall be deducted from 
income, thus putting an end to the effort of the Revenue Com- 
missioner to prevent the deduction of interest paid on mort- 
gages, or to discriminate between money borrowed for use in 
trade, and money borrowed to buy a dwelling. It stops the 
assessment and collection of the “salary tax” by paymasters ; 
it does away with all the complicated machinery of inquisi- 
torial returns, and permits each citizen to report, under 
oath, the gross amount of his income. These reforms, how- 
ever, while they obviate some of the objections against the 
tax, do not after all give it a raison d'etre, and the best way to 
deal with the income tax would be to abolish it altogether. 
It is estimated that although the Committee’s figures show a 
reduction of $33,000,000, the actual decrease of the Revenue 
will not be more than $25,000,000, owing to the increased 
taxation on some items, and the growing revenue from Sspitits 
and tobacco. Thus, it would not be beyond the bounds of 
possibility to abolish the income tax, as we have suggested, 
seeing how large the surplus revenue of the country is at pre- 
sent. It certainly is the most oppressive and unpopular of all 
the imposts levied by the government, and bears the heaviest 
on the very class that should feel its burden the least—men 
with small and limited incomes. The subject will soon come 
up for discussion in Congress, and we expect to see a strong 
effort, so far as the income tax is concerned, to erase it from 
the statute book. 
We approve of the general features of the Bill, and trust it 
will receive the prompt and careful attention it merits, taxation

national legislators of both political parties to limit the public 
income to the probable expenditure, leaving little to be gi. 
verted to the Sinking Fund, and permitting posterity to bear 
some portion of the burden of the debt, instead of allowing it 
to be reduced at a rate which promises its extinction dur 
the present generation. After this, the next object should be 
to raise the necessary revenue by so imposing taxes as to 
secure the greatest amount of income with the least inconyo. 
nience to the taxpayer, and above all, there should be equa- 
lity of taxation, so that no branch of industry might be bur. 
dened more than another, whereby the productive Tesources 
of the country would be developed, and the machinery of com. 
merce left to move more freely than it has hitherto done, 
The necessity for war measures of taxation has passed, ang 
Congress should no longer hesitate in reducing taxation to as 
low a point as is consistent with the maintenance of the pub- 
lic credit. 





WOMAN SUFFRAGE. 


The recent defeat of the Woman Suffrage Bill in England by 
its indefinite pestponement during the debate in the House of 
Commons on a second reading, is not so complete an over. 
throw of the friends of women’s rights as many imagine on 
this side the Atlantic, for the measure thus set aside was by no 
means a sweeping one, nor designed to influence the condi. 
tion of the large majority of Englishwomen. In fact, the por. 
tion of the fair sex affected by it, had it passed, would haye 
been but a small segment of the whole, as it simply provided 
that ‘‘in all Acts relating to the qualification of voters, where- 
ever words occur which import the masculine gender, the same 
shall be held to include females,” for all purposes connected 
with the jight of voting. “Accordingly, as Mr. Jacob Bright 
accurately expressed it, ‘‘ Women, being householders, pay- 
ing rates, and having their names in the rate book, would have 
votes in the election of members of Parliament for boroughs, 
and would also have votes for county members if they were 
holders of houses in counties rated at £12 and upwards, or if 
they possessed any description of property now entitling men 
to vote for counties.” In short, they would vote like men, 
when occupying the same independent position as men. But, 
it will be seen, this at once excludes the vast majority of the 
sex. Leaving out of the question, as an exceptional class the 
holders of freehold properties in counties, we may say that 
married women, and dependent unmarried women, would, as a 
rule, remain without votes. In boroughs, for instance, neither 
of these classes are householders, and, generally, it may be 
said, that the Bill simply propsed to give widows and spinsters, 
living independently, the same elecloral rights as men. Our 
readers are probably aware that, under similar qualifications, 
women in England now enjoy the franchise in cities, and Mr. 
Jacob Bright was able to give, in the recent debate, some sta- 
tistics of the proportion of women thus on the roll of voters in 
boroughs. The largest proportion is in Bath, where there is 
one woman to every 3.8 men; and the smallest in Walsall, 
where there is but one to every 22.9. The average propor- 
tion, however, would seem to be one woman to every six or 
eight men. 

The proposed enactment did not, therefore, open the way to 
any very formidable political revolution. It was quite a dif- 
ferent thing from a proposal to enfranchise women in a coun- 
try like the United States, where the suffrage is universal. So 
long as Great Britain retains any form of property qualifica- 
tion, and so long as husbands are the legal heads of families, 
men will retain the virtual command of the Parliamentary 
franchise. Indeed it may be doubted whether, had the Bill 
passed, and taking the small number of votes it would have 
actually made, English women would have considered it worth 
the annoyance to which they would have been, in the course 
of voting, subjected. Still from a narrow point of view there 
were several plausible arguments to be advanced in its favor. 
The granting of the municipal franchise to women was de- 
fended on the ground that they had as much interest as men in 
the due care of their homes in towns, and in the proper ap- 
plication of the municipal taxes they vote. Similar arguments 
might be applied to national taxes and national expenditure. 
The admission of women to the municipal franchise itself 
afforded an apparent presumption in favor of their admission 
to the electoral franchise. By law they are liable to be church- 
wardens, overseers—nay, Sovereigns, and few will dispute the 
capacity of woman to perform the highest public functions 
with admirable capacity. The mass of women are, perhaps, 43 
well qualified to judge between two rival candidates for the 
House of Commons as the mass of men, or they would be if 
they gave the requisite attention to the subject. These are 
the stock arguments in favor of the change, and we should be 
ready to admit their cogency if women #nd men were nothing 
but tax-paying and tax-consuming machines, or if all the work 
of life were matter of mere physical and intellectual labor. 
But if we have to take into account, in addition, a variety of 
moral and domestic relations, it becomes apparent that such 
pleas as we have mentioned but touch the first and most st- 
perficial part of the question. Mr. Beresford Hope indicated 
the real difficulty when he asked whether women were pre- 
pared to undertake all the burdens and responsibilities of 
men ? 

The fact is that the Creator has given the sexes distinct and 
separate fields of activity, which cannot from the very nature 
of things be interchanged. The great work which women 
have discharged from the beginning of the world to this day 
is the care of families, the nurture of children, and the many 
delicate offices of domestic life—than all which none could be 
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is the work which men never have done, and, 
moreover, erally, never can do. Their occupations are out- 
psig toe OT ate thoughts and efforts must be chiefly 
side ed 7 external and public matters.

THE REVISION OF THE ENGLISH BIBLE. 


A subject which has recently occupied the attention of 
poth Houses of Parliament, as well as the religious body 
known as the Convocation of the Southern Province in Eng- 
jand, and which must also prove of the greatest interest on this 
side of the Atlantic, is the proposed revision of the King James 
yersion of the Bible. It is not the design of those having the 
matter in charge to make any great or radical changes in the 
translation, but simply to correct those obvious errors which 
advanced scholarship and the changes in the language have 
made patent to the great mass of readers, It is true that this 
task has been already attempted independently by several de- 
nominations and individual scholars, but their work has lacked 
the authority of a great national undertaking, and the revised 
text has in no instance supplanted the one in general use. It 
is, of course, eminently fitting that the work should be under- 
taken by the same Power to which we owe our present ver- 
sion, and that it should be carried on with all the aids which 
the scholarship of Great Britain can bring to the task. 

As to the general design, it is somewhat late in the day to 
enter upon a discussion as to whether such a revision is desir- 
able. We may venture to assume that the most thoughtful 
portion of the English-speaking public has reluctantly assent- 
ed to the proposition that, in the present state of scholarship, 
it is not desirable that the ministers of religion should find, in 
addition to the great difficulties which must ever be in their 
way, a formidable obstacle arising frora the imperfect state of 
the text to which they have to appeal as the standard of their 
teaching. Those whose reverence for the version which is 
taught us in youth, and for whose generally noble language 
those who have learned it learn also an affection which al- 
most amounts to veneration, have acquired something even 
higher still. They so prize the Book that they cannot endure 
that its power should be diminished by blemishes which can 
be removed gently and cautiously, and they would have ill- 
studied its lessons if they had not mastered any sentiment 
which can interfere with the fullest and most lucid revelation 
of the meaning of the sacred oracle. Therefore, no old habit 
of love, no attachment to a phraseology, for the most part su- 
perb, but occasionally obsolete and obscure, will induce the 
real student of the Scriptures to attempt to interfere with a 
process which has been rendered, by the lapse of years, as 
necessary as was the rectification ofthe Calendar. As to the 
manner in which the revision should be carried out, it may be 
remarked that the wider the basis on which it is founded, the 
less likelihood will there be for arbitrary, or needless, altera- 
tions, and the more rapidly will the revised version be adopt- 
ed by the public at large. True scholarship will assert itself, 
and those who possess it will be far too conscious of its value 
and its responsibilities to allow any sectarian bias to interfere 
with their assent to the best rendering, or the best exposition, 
that can be procured. The days are gone by when good men 
believed that a good cause could be helped by the unauthor- 
ized interpolation of words into the genuine text. No scholar 
needs to be reminded, however, that in the King James ver- 
sion of the New Testament such interpolation has been made, 
or that the clergy are compelled to read what most of them 
know to have been inserted at adate much later than that 
which is assigned to the real text. | We believe that it is in 
the power of the English government to obtain for the pro- 
posed work such scholarly assistance as has never yet been 
brought to bear upon a translation of the oracles of religion, 
and it is to be hoped, therefore, that the revision, when com- 
menced, will be conducted in a conservative spirit. The men 
to whom it is entrusted should be so well-known as scholars 
that their decisions on‘disputed passages would be considered 
48 final as any human decision, on any subject, canbe. In 
this way, and in this way only, can a version be produced 
which will gradually take the place of all others by commend- 
ing itself to the intelligent piety of the English-speaking world. 
Above all the assertion of the eloquent Bishop Wilberforce : 

We intend to make as little change as possible,” should be 
taken as the motto of all engaged in the sublime work. With 
this kept well in view, we. may reasonably expect that the re- 
vised English version of the text-book of the Christian faith 
Will be rendered as faithful as it has hitherto been majestic.

justice to all found on Canadian soil with arms in their hands. 
The Fenians, in short, must be fought with fire, and made to 
understand at last that in levyimg war against Great Britain in 
the persons of her Canadian colonists, they are not taking a 
holiday excursion, but invoking a severe arbitriment that may 
open up for them unlooked for and unpleasant results. 





THE ALBION. 
The following is an extract from a letter addressed by a 
subscriber in the City, to the Editor of this journal :— 


‘* Every English subject in America ought to subscribe to the 
Autsion. Such, however, has been the supineness of the Eng- 
glish towards it ever since it was established, that nine-tenths 
of its circulation, I am informed by a former proprietor, has 
always been among Americans, and if it had depended upon 
the English residents in this country for support, it would not 
have existed a single year. The Scotch are clannish, and all 
are good fellows who stick to each other. The Irish are warm 
hearted and have a strong national feeling which causes them 
to hold together. But the English isolate themselves, and, in 
the majority of instances, care for nothing English in a foreign 
country where they may happen to live, especially if it touches 
their pockets. It is a reproach to Englishmen in the United 
States, that the St. George’s Society of this Citv, is allowed to 
languish in the pitiable way it does. Thenumber of members is 
lamentably small, and very few of them take any interest in it, 
beyond paying their annual subscription—the paltry sum of 
ten dollars. The Scotch support their own papers generously, 
wherever they are, almost without exception, and the same is 
true of most of the Irish, but the English have yo such feel- 
ing, and more’s the pity. To appeal to them must be, in- 
deed, a thankless task. I know of many Englishmen, of 
course, who, like myself, take the ALBIon almost as a religious 
duty, and enjoy it, and would not be without it on any ac- 
count. But if all who can afford it were like-minded, the At- 
BION would have a circulation of a hundred and fifty thousand 
at least, among Englishmen alone, in the United States, be- 
sides all its British American circulation, I am, as you know, 
an Englishman to the backbone, and I wish success to the 
good old Axzion, but what I complain of is that many of the 
English to whom I have spoken of it are not subscribers, al- 
though they never fail to compliment it in some way. Is 
this meanness, or indifference, or what? The result, at any 
rate, is that the ALBIoN—an avowedly English paper—is more 
appreciated by the Americans than by the English themselves. 
If you are not afraid to publish an article on the subject, I 
would advise you to give our countrymen a hint. Perhaps 
they won't like it, but they deserve it, and there are plenty of 
Englishmen who will admire your pluck and tell you that you 
are right in speaking out. The great fact remains that your 
paper would not have the twenty or twenty-five thousand sub- 
scribers it has, if it trusted to the English, and this is the gist 
of my argument.

The stock market for some days after we last referred to it 
was dull and drooping, and the speculative railway shares 
yielded from one to three per cent. The bull cliques having 
sold largely—an example which was followed by outside specu- 
lators—this reaction was only natural, and on Monday the 
downward tendency was assisted by the announcement of the 
death of Mr. Alanson Robinson, of the firm of Robinson, Cox 
and Co., who by their great wealth and influential connections 
have exerted a controlling influence over certain stocks, and 
more particularly Lake Shore and Chicago, and Northwestern, 
in both of which companies Mr. Robinson was a director at 
the time of his death. On Tuesday, however, although the 
market opened under depression, the cliques began to buy 
again, and this was the signal for speculation to become active 
among the army of brokers and other professional specu- 
lators who are always on the alert to catch fluctuations, an op- 
eration in which they find themselves more frequently wrong 
than right. The recovery in prices was general—with Pacific 
Mail, which sold as high as 393, leading the upward movement— 
and the volume of business was larger than for some days previ 
ous, but the absence of much outside support operates against any 
steady advance in prices. The prevailing monetary ease is ne- 
vertheless conducive to speculation for a rise. With a plethora 
of loanable funds in Wall Street, there is no difficulty in carry- 
ing stocks on moderate margins, and there is nothing in the 
present appearance of affairs to excite apprehensions of any 
material change in this respect for some months to come. 
Loans are made on mixed collaterals at four and five per cent., 
but the principal dealers in Government securities, are in some 
instances supplied at three per cent. The supply of commer- 
cial paper is light, and that of the best grade is in demand a 
54 @ to 6 per cent. per annum, while good but not strictly 
prime, passes at 64 to 7 per cent. Gold was sold down simul- 
taneously with stocks, the apparent object being to weaken 
the latter sympathetically. Sales were made as low as 113% 
on Tuesday morning, but afterwards there was a reaction 
to 1148. At the same time there was an unusually active bor, 
rowing demand for coin, showing that a large fresh ‘‘sb,ort’ 
interest had been created. The rates paid for carrying nenged 
from one and a half to three per cent. United States bonds 
declined and subsequently improved with gold, and the. volume 
of transactions in them was light. Foreign exchange has br,en 
very firm and in good demand, and rates have advo" goog, 
owing to the scarcity of commercial bills almost to thr, specie 
shipping point, but as yet the specie shipments haw’ , jon un- 
important. Prime bankers bills on London at * xty days are 
quoted at 109§ @ 3, and those at short sight at 110! @ 3. 

The returns of the National Banks, made 41, March 24, have 
been collected by the Comptroller of the “Surrency and publish- 
ed. Returns were made by 1,615 b*.nks which show a range of 
discounts and loans $39,000,0% more, or 5 per cent. higher 
than a year ago. The depor’ts are $34,000,000 lower. There 
is an aggregate increase of $21,000,000 in capital, surplus fund 
and undivided profits, which shows a proper base for the ex- 
pansion of the loans, There has been quite an increase of 
specie. In March, 1869, the specie in the National Banks ag- 
gregated only $9,800,000, while last March the aggregate was

The general markets, says the Shipping List, present a 
quiet aspect, the season for the interior distributive trade 
being far advanced, while the export movement is at a low 
ebb, owing to the continued lack of shipping marginson most 
of the leading staples of Domestic origin. Although nearly 
all commodities are slow of sale, there does not seem to be 
any more pressure to sell than is usually the case at this stage 
of:the season—a fact partly dueto the extreme monetary ease, 
which enables merchants to carry their stocks at a moderate 
cost. In a majority of cases, however, it cannot be doubted 
that buyers have the advantage as regards prices, in all cur- 
rent transactions. So far as the future can be forecasted, we 
are likely to have a dull summer and an easy condition of 
financial affairs, though the strong tone of the Exchange mar- 
ket leads to apprehensions, in some quarters, of a considerable 
drain of coin and bullion to Europe, and a consequent higher 
ruling of the gold premium, bringing in its train the uswal ca- 
talogue of disturbing elements. But this is one of those re- 
mote contingencies which has very little present effect, save, 
perhaps, to inspire a trifle more of caution in future estimates 
and business calculations. 

We quote the following remarks, which are true, res- 
pecting the issue of new stock. The rule of the Stock Ex- 
change requiring thirty days’ notice in case of an intended 
new issue of stock is easily avoided by speculative officials 
desiring to keep within the law of the board, but contem- 
plating the issue of further stock. Recently 20,000 shares 
of Harlem were sold in the market, and in a few days the 
requisite notice was given at the Stock Exchange. The 
stock, meantime, has been borrowed for delivery. At the 
end of thirty days the lenders will have the pew stock 
given them in lieu of that which was borrowed. It is cur- 
rently reported on the street that the Rock Island clique 
have in like manner sold about 30,000 shares of new stock, 
with the proceeds of which they intend to meet the liqui- 
dation of certain bonded debt due July 1, and notice of 
which they will give at the Stock Exchange in a few days 
in order to legalize their conduct and keep the stock on 
the call. Attention was first drawn to the matter by the 
fact that the brokers who do business for the Rock I:land 
party were large borrowers of the stock, although little at- 
tention was paid to it for the reason that sellers of long 
stock frequently borrowed it back in order to pacify the 
street. It will be remembered that Rock Island suddenly 
broke down after touching 126 and declined to 117, the 
public being tempted to buy at each reaction. The market 
was in this way carefully nursed by the cliques until they 
got out of their old stock and sold their new stock. The 
governing committee of the Stock Exchange should endeav- 
our to so remodel the Board as to prevent the watering of 
stock in any way whatever. It is evident from theze recent 
instances that the thirty days rule is no guarantee against 
over: issues, 

The Louisiana and Missouri River Railway has been leased 
perpetually to the Chicago, St. Louis and Alton Railroad, thus 
giving Chicago a direct line to Fort Scott. . 

The extension of the Northern Railroad of New Jersey 
from Piermont to Nyack, is at last completed. The opening 
took place on the 21st inst., when a train left the Erie Rail- 
way depot, and travelled over the entire route. 

The Turkish Government has protested against the raising 
of a new loan by the Viceroy of Egypt. It appears from a 
correspondence presented to Parliament, that on the 25th ult. 
Musurus Pasha, the Turkish Ambassador, cent to Lord Clar- 
endon a protest on the part of the Turkish Government 
against the Khedive making any financial arrangement which 
had not been previously authorized by the Sultan, and which 
would «ffect directly and indirectly the revenues of Egypt. 
Lord Clarendon, in reply, simply acknowledged the receipt of 
tbe protest.

Three additional operas have been sung by the composite 
company now at the Academy since we wrote—“‘ Lucia,” “‘ 
Poliuto” and the ‘‘Ballo.” Few worse performances have 
been given in that gloomy retreat than the interpretation of 
the first-named work, not only through the permanent and 


temporary incompetency of the artists taking part, but from 
several untoward circumstances. In the first place Signor 

















Lefranc was almost entirely hors du combat by reason of want 
of voice, and an apology was made for him during the evening. 
In the second place, Miss McCulloch sang the music of 
‘‘ Lucia” without sufficient rehearsal, in consequence of the 
incompetency of Mlle. Canissa, originally cast for the part. 
In the third place, Petrelli made a weak and unimpressive 
Ashton, and Forsati essayed to sing the bass numbers with a 
baritone voice. The orchestra went terribly wrong, and the 
interpretation throughout was more like a scene from one of 
the burlesques of the period than a performance of opera seria. 
It may be ungenerous to criticise when the fates are so ad- 
verse, but the fatal error of hiring incompetent singers to 
interpret difficult music is one from the consequences of which 
no combination of the most favorable circumstances can 
relieve a careless impressario. The ‘ Poliuto,” on Monday, 
sung by Miss Kellogg and Signori Lefranc and Petrelli, was 
better done, the tenor having nearly recovered from his in- 
disposition. Miss Kellogg struggled heroically with a part as 
little adapted to her talents as the Leonora in ‘‘ Trovatore,” 
and at times—notably in the duet—succeeded in arousing the 
enthusiasm of the audience. On Tuesday Signor Lefranc 
being too ill to sing, a new South American tenor, Signor 
Filippe, was called upon to supply his place at very short 
notice. The Amelia of the evening was Mrs. Imogen Brown, 
a lady not unknown to our concert-going public. Although 
not allowed a single full rehearsal, she sang with very little 
embarrassment, and showed considerable acquaintance with 
stage business. Her voice is sweet and her style delicate, but 
she is as yet evidently unable to cope with the more passion- 
ate passages of this, or any other, opera. Signor Filippe 
although not a finished artist, has a voice of pleasing quality, 
and in the upper register is able to bring down the house by 
some excellent fortissimo effects. Miss McCulloch reappeared 
in one of her most effective parts, that of the Page. We 
have long since commented on her assumption of this role, 
and on Tuesday she filled it with nearly all her wonted suc- 
cess. It is strange that an artiste so thoroughly charming in 
some parts, can prove so objectionable in others. The last 
evening performance of the season was given on Wednesday, 
when ‘‘ Trovatore” was repeated. To-day there will be a ma- 
tinee performance of ‘‘ Linda di Chamounix,” in which Miss 
Kellogg will appear as the heroine—doubtless to great ad- 
vantage. 

The Fifth Spring-tide Festival of the Orpheon Society’s 
Free Schools was held at the Academy of Music on Thursday 
afternoon and evening last. The choruses were relieved by 
several solo selections interpreted by Mme. Salvotti and Mrs. 
Kavan, soprani, Miss Annie Mason, contralto, Mr. Geo. S. 
Weeks, tenor, Mr. G. C. Deyo, bass, Mr. Henri Kowalski, 
pianist, and Mr. Bernard Moilenhauer, violinist. The inter- 
pretation of the choruses showed a marked improvement on the 
part of the school, and should greatly encourage Mr. Jerome 
Hopkins, the energetic director of the enterprise. Among 
the features of the evening’s programme was the performance 
of a new galop by Mr. Hopkins, ‘‘ The Lotos Club,” a very 
effective and pleasing composition. A so-called ‘‘ Beethoven 
Festival” is projected to be held next month in this city. Itis 
still too soon to speak of details, but it is designed to give a 
series of monster concerts somewhat on the plan of the Boston 
festival of a year ago. If undertaken and carried out in the 
proper spirit it will doubtless prove a success, One of the 
most brilliant audiences of the season assembled at Steinway 
Hall on Wednesday evening of last week, on the occasion of 
the third and closing concert of the Church Music Association, 
under the direction of Dr. Pech. We had intended to give a 
lengthy notice of the entertainment offered to the patrons of 
this commendable enterprise, but want of room will com- 
pel us to defer further reference to the subject until next 
week, 





Drama. 


‘*The Corsican Brothers” was produced before a very bril- 
liant audience at the French theatre on Monday evening. 
Considerable time and money had been expended in placing it 
upon the stage, and although Mr. Fechter’s version does not 
admit of the degree of spectacular display of which what maybe 
termed the regular ‘‘acting edition” is capable, it was still 
illustrated by much appropriate and some picturesque scenery. 
The principal change made by the distinguished artist, is the 
excision of the first act, and the commencement of 
the piece at the opera ball, usually constituting act 
second. The result of this condensation is to render 
the drama more concise and the interest it awakens 
more intense; but it may be questioned whether a less 
rapid approach to the startling denowement would not in the 
end prove more effective. It is, we are aware, a question of 
artistic processes, but it appears to us that in a play wherein 
the plot is so simple and the action so straightforward—where, 
in fact, the end is seen so distinctly from the beginning—as in 
the ‘‘Corsican Brothers,” it is not a mistake to concentrate 
the action beyond a certain point. We are sure that the audi- 
ence on Monday would have left the theatre better satisfied 
had the end been more deliberately led up to, and the intense 
acting of the principal personages in this strange story been some- 
what relieved by contrast with the commonplace incidents of 
every day life. As it is, the scene in which the rival heads of 
two Corsican families are’reconciled, is the only flash of humor 
that lightens the dark background of the tragedy. Nor was 
this effect mitigated by the acting of Mr. Fechter, who suc- 
ceeded from his first entrance in arousing a presentiment of 





impending calamity. Of his personation as a whole we can 
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speak in the highest praise. | Nothing could be more graceful 
than his scenes in the first act, nor more charming than the as. 
sumption of the chivalrous, self-sacrificing lover in his rescue 
of Mme. De Lespars (Miss Leclercq). _It is not often that ac. 
tors are able to call up before one the ideal characters they 
would personate. His acting in Corsica with the farmers as 
well as in the apparition scene, was also excellent, Indeed, it 
is to be said, in praise of Mr. Fechter’s method, that one does 
not willingly intermit the close observation of his every move- 
ment while he remains upon the stage. Of how many of hig 
brother artists can it be said that they will reward this stead. 
fast scrutiny? In his support, Mr. Fechter was fairly fortu. 
nate, the cast being as follows :—Chateau Renaud, Mr, L, R, 
Shewell ; Baron Mongiron, Mr. Geo. Becks; Alfred Maynard, 
Mr. M. Levick ; Baron Martelli, Mr. Claude Burroughs ; Or. 
lando, Mr. T. E. Morris; Collarina, Mr. A. Pateman; Bois. 
sec, a wood cutter, Mr. H. A. Rendle; Mme. Emilie De Les. 
pars, Miss Carlotta Leclereq; Mme. Dei Franchi, Mrs, wy. 
Jones. Miss Leclereq was, of course, excellent in her two 
trifling scenes, and added to the completeness of the presen- 
tation. The other personations most to be commended were 
those of Messrs. Morris and Pateman. ‘‘The Corsican 
Brothers” will hold the stage for the remaining term of Mr, 
Fechter’s engagement. 

On Tuesday evening Goldsmith’s ‘‘Good Natured Man” 
was produced at the Fifth Avenue Theatre, with some new 
scenery, and the following cast :—Mr. Croaker, Mr. W. Da- 
vidge ; Sir William Honeywood, Mr. D. H. Harkins; Mr, 
Lofty, Mr. James Lewis; Mr. Honeywood, Mr. Geo.

dience. Mr. Lewis was, as usual, inimitable as Lofty, Mr. 
Clarke excellent as Mr. Honeywood, and Messrs. Evans, 
De Vere, Jordan and Beekman, all effective in their respective 
parts. Miss Davenport made a very arch Miss Richland; Miss 
Kiehl a very charming Olivia, and Mrs. Gilbert a thoroughly 
good Mrs. Croaker. Her interview with Lofty is a very 
clever bit of acting. Mr. Davidge, although generally natural, 
somewhat over-acts in the letter scene. The visit of Croaker 
to Miss Richland, accompanied by his son, in which that lady's 
hand is sought in marriage, is a very amusing performance.
